He searched for him and 
learned that he had left the city. In the 
meantime the draft had been "forwarded 
to the Chicago bank and it came back 
lishonored.

Macbn County Farmers Swindled by For 


eign Lightning Rod Agents.

Mr. John H. Sleeter, whose farm is less 


than two miles west of Boody, in this 
county, paid us a call this afternoon and 
indicated fully the manner in which R 
E. Ford and J. R. Smith, agents for the 
"Northwestern Lightning Rod Company," 
of 391 and 393, South Halsted street, Chi- 
cago, 111., had swindled him in a way pe- 
culiar to themselves by succeeding in 
compelling him to sign a note for 8352.54 
for putting up lightning rods, the-con- 
tract cost of which in the beginning, was 
to be about $20. It appears that on Aug. 
3, B, E. Ford called at Sleeters place and 
after explaining his business, got Mr. 
Sleeter to sign a contract to pay e7}< cents 
a foot for putting up 80 feet of rod,which, 
with the deductions volunteered by Ford, 
would cost the farmer about 820. Ford 
left with the contract and said that his 
man would be along the next day and 
put up the rods. On yesterday, August 
4th, J. R. Smith called at th« Sleeter farm 
and commenced putting up the rods. 
And here the swindle came in. Instead 
of complying with the contract, Smith 
put up about 495 feet of rode. Smith 
went ahead and when he had fin- 
ished he figured up the cost of the work 
and presented a note calling for $302.04 
to Mr. Sleeter for him to sign. This Mr. 
Sleeter promptly refused to do, where- 
upon Smith threatened prosecution, and 
declared that he would not leave the 
place until Sleeter signed the note. He

man shall make such use of his time 
as he shall deem proper and expedi- 
ent, so long as he does not interfere 
with the rights of others, and his 
conduct is in- keeping with the pub- 
lic good. We believe that Sunday 
should be set apart, if for no higher 
motive, as a cfay of rest and recrea- 
tion. Do we interfere with any man's 
rights in this position '{ Is it a great 
privilege to get drunk on Sunday? 
The republican party proposes to 
stand by the principle that the saloon 
keeper shall conduct his business as 
regards the Sabbath the same as 
other business men. The liquor deal- 
ers have declared that they will re- 
sist the enforcement of law.

HOW THE VOTE STOOD. 


There is considerable anxiety to 


know the political complexion of the 
vote by which the river and harbor 
bill was passed over the president's 
veto, and we have therefore taken 
the trouble to analyze it. In the 
senate the vote was 41 to 16, in favor 
of the bill—18 [Republicans and 23 
Democrats voting in the affirmative, 
and 13 Republicans and 3 Demo- 
crats in the negative. 
In the house 


the vote was 122 yeas to 59 nays-- 
67 Eepublicans and 55 Democrats 
voting in the affirmative, and 32 Re- 
publicans and 27 Democrats in the 
negative. 
In the two houses there 


were 85 Republican and 78 Demo- 
cratic votes cast in favor of passing 
the bill over the veto, and 45 Repub- 
lican 
and 
30 
Democratic 
votes 


against. 
There were 7 more Repub- 


licans than Democrats voted to over- 
ride the veto, and 15 more Republi- 
cans than Democrats voted to sus- 
tain the president's objections. 
It 


will be seen, therefore, that if the 
bill is objectionable the Republicans 
are no more responsible for its final 
passage than are the Democrats. 
While on the subject of the vote we 
desire to call attention to the fact 
that no less than 110 members of the 
house are reported as "absent or not 
voting"—consequently some fifteen 
millions of the people of the United 
States had no voice in the passage 
of a bill which votes away nearly 
twen'.y millions of dollars of their 
money. 
It is not a wild assertion to 


say that if thene 110 representatives 
haj been in their places this iniquit- 
ous bill could not have been passed 
over the veto of the president. 
The 


evils of absenteeism were never more 
apparent than in this instance, which 
might well be taken, as the basis of 
a lesson that the people ought to 
teach those representatives who are 
more given to "looking after their 
fences" than they are to their legiti- 
mate duties.

There was a fair sized crowd of business 


men at the conrt house last evening to 
hear the promised address of Col. Phocion 
Howard, of Baratarin, 111., independent 
candidate for representative in the 31st 
district, on the subject of "Permanent 
Country Eoada in Illinois, and the.Way 
to Get Them." The meeting was called 
to order by Mr. I. A. Buckingham, and 
on motion Mr. Hugh Crea] was chosen 
chairman. Mr. Crea presented Mr. How- 
ard, who at once impressed his hearers 
with the fact that he was familiar with 
his subject in all its bearings, and spoke 
for about one hour in a manner that en- 
gaged the closest attention of his audience, 
who were manifestly in sympathy with his 
views, backed up as they were by indis- 
putable facts and figures. From the great 
mass of interestingdatn which the address 
contained the following record of facts 
are given: 


In the sixty-four years that Illinois has

For this outlay of 325,007,475 WP

In building two canals and general iuter- 
ual improvements the State has expended 
821,000,000, and yet all the internal im- 
provements mid one canal have been 
abandoned, and now it is proposed to 
give the other (Illinois & Michigan Canal) 
away. Iu 1873 the State was in debt, and 
her equalized assessment was

i?l,355,401,:-)17. As her debt was gradual- 
ly reduced, year by year, the assessment 
ran down to 8786,016,394 in 1880. 
To-day 


Illinois stands the fourth State in the 
Union, owes uo man a dollar, and her 
property is listed for'nearly one-half of 
what it was in 1873. Why? Because she 
has uo use for money, the State Treasurer 
reporting §1,974,287 lying idle in the 
Treasury at the last fiscal period. 


For the last fiscal period—two j ears- 


the State collected the following sums: 


THERE went to rest in New York 


City, last Saturday, a lady who was 
the inspiration of one of our few 
popular patriotic airs.

During a subsequent en- 
gagement, when a British man-o'-war 
stormed the fort from the bay, the 
Hag floated 
triumphantly iii the 


breeze. 
A prisoner on the vessel, 


Francis Scott Key, beheld the beau- 
tiful symbol wooing the winds of 
liberty, and wrote under its inspira- 
tion the famous song, "The Star 
Spangled Banner." 
The flag is now 


one of tbo treasures of the Sander- 
sou family, though, the state of Ma- 
ryland has repeatedly tried to buy it. 
In 1880 the flag was for the only 
time out of tho possession of Mrs. 
Sanderson, when it was sent in care 
of a detective by special cur to the 
sesqui-cMitonuinl celebration of the 
founding of Baltimore. 


IN Wasco county, Oregon, south 


Fifteen-Mile Creak, nearly half the 
growing crops have been' destroyed 
by grasshoppers. But there is a 
dull blue gray rly that follows the 
grasshopper and tights him.

The proposition uo\v is to extend a tax 


upou all the property oC HID State for the 
purpose oE building gravel or macadam 
roads, under the direction of competent 
engineers, and to be done at State ex- 
pense and by contract. To this end, and 
as being largely interested parties, Col. 
Howard said he was authorized by the 
management of the Chicago & Alton, the 
Illinois Central and the Wabosh compa- 
nies to offer either the State or any county 
moving in the matter free use of trains 
for transportation of material in aid of 
construction of roads tributary to their 
several lines. 


^In closing his statistical matter Pho- 


cion took occasion to state that owing to 
the wretched condition of the roads' iu 
Illinois the farmers and railroad compa- 
nies alike were made to sull'er. The far- 
mers suiter because during the spring and 
fall and winter they cannot convey their 
grain to market, and they are also hin- 
dered in the summer season when the 
roads are passable because they have to 
devote their time to cultivating nnd har- 
vesting their crops. The railroads sillier 
because they are deprived of their use of 
roll ing stock after November to June in 
each yea rin hauling the products of the 
rich farms to market. The, reports show 
that on the Wnbnsh road fruui St. Louis 
to Toledo, from November to June last 
there were idle and wholly useless, 2500 
freight cars standing on-side tracks—cars 
that cost from §500 to S700 each—an idle 
capital of nearly $2,500,000; whereas if 
there had been good country roads most 
of these cars would have been in use all 
through the year, and railroad men with- 
out number would have had permanent 
employment. With improved roads, such 
as indicated above, the fanners would be 
greatly benefited, becnusein winter they 
could haul their products to market anil 
obtain the highest ruling prices. 


Phocion champions the movement to 


wipe out the road and bridge tax and se- 
cure the passage of a bill that will put 
the enterprise of building permanent 
gravel, macadam or stone country roads 
in the hands of the state, by levying a 
general tax of 30 cents on the hundred 
dollars. 
This levy would give Slacon 


county $30,000 a year to be used exclu- 
sively for making permanent roads that 
could be built at 82500 a mile, and in five 
years time there would be an astonishiuf 
improvement in all the counties in Illf- 
uois. The speaker declared that there 
was no constitutional reason why Illiuois 
should not at once provide those public 
highivays which would develop her latent 
resources, and in 1890, make her the third 
it not the second, state in the Union. 


Phocion also alluded in plain words to 


what he termed the many useless expen- 
ditures otthe public's money by the state 
He is opposed to the existence of the 
Governor's body guard, and is in favor 
only of appropriations and tax levie that 
mil benefit the business community and 
farmers alike. 


At the close of the meeting, on motion 


of Hon. B. K. Durfee, a vote of thanks 
was tendered the speaker, and a resolu- 
tion was adopted instructing representa- 
tives to use their best endeavors in favor 
01 a bill that will secure permanent coun- 
try roads, such as described by Mr How- 
ard.
